In theſe therefore their former diſuſage of them, beeing but in 
this ſort, ĩt can be no iuſt cauſe of diſcredit, now to vſe them: 157 not- 
withftanding,then &now,their indgment ſeemes to be one and ſelf- 
fame of them, namely that they thought and tbinke the m ſuch things, 
both for nature and vſe, as that they could and can be content to for-

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to doe, and they can be content againe to vſe them rather then any 
- way they would {candalize that, or ſhew any contempt of lau full au- 
thotity. If any yet will condemne ſuch of inconſtancy ot leuiiy or that 
they do ſo of wotldlineſſe to laue their liuings, they do them the more 
wrong; and themſelues directly ia their ſo raſh iudging, offend againſt 
the nature of true chriſtian charity, 1. Cor. 13. 5. and againſt che tules 
that flatly condemne all ſuch iudging one another in & for things of 
this kind, as we heard inthe beginning of this treatiſe. Such therfore 
are by good inſtruction, ptiuatly and publikly to preſerue their peo- 
ple from tneſe faults, bur if that will not ſerue againſt all ſuchraſh cen- 
ſures, they are with the Apoſtle, 1. ( vr. . to comſott themſelues with 
the teſtimonie of a good conſcience, that witneſſes with them before 
| God, that that which they do, they do firſt in faith, that fo. lawfully 
they may do; and then that euen togthe good oftheir flocks, and for 
the beſt diſcharge of their conſcience before God(as they think inthat 
reſpect) they do as they de herein. And thetfore to draw them fr6 raſh 
iudę ing, it were to be wiſhed, that they knew and would imitate the 
modeſtic of /ftinas Martir in his conference with T, and of Cy» 
prianin his epiſtles ig Quirium and to Inbaiany where they may 
find, hat the one wiſhed that Chriſtians might not be condemned in 
his time,for the bare vſing then ſome of the ceremonies of Aoſes; & 
that the other perſwades that none ſhould iudge another, or ſhunne 
communion one wich another, for ther diuerſity of iudgements about 
che ching then in conttouerſie, touching the baptizing againe or no of 
them that before had bin baptized ofheretikes, which couuſell as he 
he himſelfe tookeʒiuſomuch that Auguſtine, though chete in diſ- 
eating from him in his third booke againſt the Donatiſti, greatly cõ- 
mends his moderation, & chriſtian caxiage in that paint, &c. Truly for

And whar ſhould. any 
man ſo ſtand vpon his one priuate credit, as in compariſon thereof 
to forget the maintenance of the credit of ſo gratious and chriſtian a 
King, and the publike credit of ſo fampus an eſtate f a Chureh as 
this of ours ĩs, that vtgis hereuntod ye deceiue out ſelues, if we think 
we offend men ſtraight in the ſenſe that it is forbid, when they are ans 
pry at that we doe, & therfore prate & talke theirſpleaſutes of vs: but 
thẽ only we ſo offend Gods eildren & others indeed a hen we do or 
ſay any thing wherby iuſtly in truth we occaſion th either to fall icto 
an error, or into any ſin, neither of which we doin this caſe, in obeying, 
for the god of thẽ, & Gods church the law ful ordinãces ofthe ſame 
3 O that euery one would as forcibly bend his wits to cakea ſurueꝝ 
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aſwell of the inconveniences of their refuſall hereof, as it ſeemes they 
haue done of the contrarie. For then quickly they would and ſhould 
find (ia my opinion) that the inconuenicaces this way are farre the 
greater: For doubtleſſe whiles they pretend conſcience, as they do, 
for their ſo doing, and ſtand vpon ſo many reaſons for that theit te- 


fuſall, as though the things whercunto they are VIged were in ſo ma- 


ny reſpects contratie to Gods word, do they not thereby as farre az 
the ctedit oſ their perſons, and thoſe their reaſons ſtretch, diſcredit 
both his Hi e, and all the tate of this Church, that ioyae with | 
him in the vrging hereof, as vrgers of ſo many things againſt the 
word of God, to the weakning of them, & conſequeatly 

in their reduęing to conſormitie of religion , and the open 


thereof with vs, both Pat and Bromaiiſt fot ſo — reaſons they 


haue by this meanes put into their heads and hands, why they ſhould 
hold out as Recuſants Rill . And though I muſt aceds confeſſe their 
cauſe be — wotſe then this of theſe men, yet by this their ex · 
ample , they take the more etnent to plead their 
blind andfond conſcience, for the iuſtify 


encourag 
fyiog of their ſaid ubbornnes 
and peuiſhnefſc,andalſo to thinke that they may be yet aſwell borne 
withall in their diſobedienoe in greater matters (which as they thinke 
more deeply concerns their ſaluation or damnation) as tha, in theſe . 
chings oflefler momẽt. And ſay they in words neuerſo much. thatthey 
yeeld his Maieſtie his iuſt and full tide of ſupremacie in all cauſes, and 
uer all perfons as well Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuill, yet as long as they „ 
fuſe, as they do in things of this ind, to yeeld him obedienoe, hardly 
can they perſwade his Highneſſe (faith the libeller T. V. in his late 
augmented and printed hbell againſt vs, that in earneſt they doe 
meane ſo indeed. For in matters that God bath expreſly, ot by | 
conſequent from his word commanded, firſt himſeiſe (ſay they) they - 
would and ſhould obey though hee K ld 
commaund contrarie to that his word, then anſwer would and might 
be made, that they were rather to obey God then him, and therfore 
in ſuch mattett as this, which are neither commanded nor forbid 
him, are they to ſhewthey yeeldir, or whereinelſe can they? And 
by perſcueting in-thisrefuſall, and ſo occafioning thereby the ſen- 
tence of their ordinatie do paſſe againft them to their depriuation, 


alas, to what inconueniences (beſides the weakning of our ſelues and 


our whole cauſe) do they expoſe themſelues, their wiues and chil- 
dren, and theit flockes, whereunto they are ſo ſtictly bound as they

vnto his Chriſtian brethren, - | 
are, by ſo many bonds, naturall, ciuill, and Eccleſiaſtical ?. Sure y. 
ſurely ( deare brethren in this yron and h ard world, men had neede 
be ſure that they ſuffet tor an apparent righteous cauſe indeede, to 


beate them out cheeteſuliy to endure the manifolde vnkindneſles, 
thereof, O what a gtiefe can it not chuſe but be, for many to ſee as 


it is much to be feared, it will come to paſſe by one meanes or other 


ypon this occaſion, they — theit places, that ſuch ſball creepe 
into their roomes, agnot onely ſhal 

they had to doe good 1ntheir flocks, but alſo that ſhall euen in their 
fightes, if not pull downe themſelues, yet ſuffer by the common ad- 
uerſary that to be ruinated that they with great labour before had 
built. But puteaſe Law ſhould not be exequred ſo ſeuertly,yerwho 
ſeeth not, whiles men openly by their efuſall of this conformitie 


| lay theinſelues open to the danger therof, that thereby they ſo we- 


ken themſelues in their placet, that they ſhall no ſooner go about to 
bridle hy other la wes, any lewd perſon in their ehatge, but that thet- 


by they ſhall provoke them to Yrge the execution of this law zeain(t' 


them. It may be the mouths of ſome ul & tooklh proteftancs alſo 
will beopened them chat yceld,& ſurely we exthey will nor 
be ſtopt againſt them that refuſe, any will be offended at thy yeel- 
ding thou ſaiſt, but more and they that ate more: worthy to be teſpe⸗

ens thy ſelf. thy Prince, & the whole ſtate ſo much, by thy vnity with 


thy brethren that do againſt their common enemie, and thine , to all 
your reioycing,by thy continuance in thy refuſall, thou weakens all 
theſe,to the ivy of our common aduerſaries. - + 


4 To conclude therefore this point, the beſt aduiſe and councell 
further that I can gige is, that as heretofore thou haſt ſoughe to ga. 


ther all the reaſons together thou couldeſt, to induce thy ſelſe Rill 


tefuſe ſo much thy owne harme, and petill, and the Churches, ſo thou 
wouldeſt henceforth Rudy as ſcriouſly to ſatifie the ſame, and ſeeke 
out as catefully, reaſons to peiſwade thy ſelſe that with a good con- 
ſcience thou both may eſt and oughſt to yeeld. For this I muſt needs 
tell thee, that thou but deceiueſt thy ſelfe, and ſeekeſt alſo to beguile 


others, as long as thou pretendeft that thou reſuſeſt only of weak -- 


de or tendernefſe of conſcience, and yet wittingly and willingly 
— noldeſtonhe former courſe, and doeſt noe ellen this aduice. 
Forccalt therefore in time, as well what is or may be ſayd to ſtreng · 
then thyconſcienceinthe law full vſe of _ things, as 2

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- haſt, what tendech to hold it in weakneſſe ſtill and therfore not to 
date to vſe them, and earneſtly with thy ſelſe aſwell forethink of 
the ſcruples and troubles, that thou maiſt haue in thy conſcience, 
afrer that by thy ſtanding to long in this reſuſall, deprivation bee 

pronounced yppoa thee, ſor the inconueniences that many waies 
may grow thereby, as euer thou haſt thought of thoſe that may 
come by thy yeeldingʒleaſt when it is too late, thou then cry, had l 
wiſtʒ Chriſt᷑yeelded of his right to pay tribute to the officers of hes - 
then ( vſar, leaſt he ſhould offend them. Alath. 17. 27. And ſo like- 
wiſe Paule, though he could truly ſay he was free from all men. i. 
Cer. 9. 19, yet withall, euen there, he gloriech in it, not as in an infit- 
mity of his, but as a commendable courſe of his, wherin hee was 
to bee imitated of others, that he made him ſelfe ſetuant vnto ally 
ſuen out warde things that he might ſo win the more, in. conforming 
aim ſelfe both to [ew and Gentile, weak and ſtrongſas there he ſett 
downe at large) that ſo by all meanes, of all ſorts he might ſaue ſome. 
yea thus he did, when there was no poſitiue law of the Church, to 
binde him ſo to doe, how much rather would hee haue ſo done: if 
there had beene any ſuch to haue bound him thereunto, vader pain 
of cealing elſe from preaching of the Goſpell,; which to do he con- 
ſeſſeth then ſuch anzceflicy was laid vpon him, that woe was vato 
him if hee preacht it nor? None of all the Apoſtles more feruent« 
ly and frequently taught and vrged the doctrine of chriſtian liber. 
ty in ſuch things then hee, and namely from the rices and cere- 
monies of Moſer law, Chriſt beeing come, and hauing put an 
end therto; and yet wee ſee euen hee, many yeares after Chriſts 
aſcenſion comming to Hieruſalem, there at the perſawfion. of 
James and the brethren, to maintaine the peace of the Church, and 
fo to winne an opportunity to do the 1 amongſt them, 
yeelded according to the ceremoniall law of Qloiſes, to bee pu- 
rified the next day wich foure men that had made a vow, and en- 
tred into the teinple with them, declaring the daies of the purifi- 
cation, vntill that an offering ſhould bee offered for euety one of 
them. «7,21. 23. And to the ſame end hee yeeldedto the cit- 
cumciſion of Timathit before that d. 16. 3. And yet he could 
not, nor was not ignorant what a ſuperſticious opinion many ofthe 
lewes then had of thoſe things, & what a ſhew of a dangerous con · 
ſequent the retaining of thẽ in vic, ſo long aſter the coming of Chrift 
might ſeem to haue. Howbeit as long as he knew in — how 
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vun lau cia ia bas: 


rightly to vſe them, and lie knew that James and the brethren Vvrged 


him to yeeld to the vſe of them, but to 2 good and law full end , he 
thought it his duty to that end to yeeld, as you haue heard. Wherein 
| though the ſuereſſe anſwered not their good meaning therein, yet 
that is no ſufficient argument to condemne his ſo doing, as ynlaw- 
full, for wee know that moſt lawſufl and commendable actions 
through che ftowardneſſe of the vngodly haue often as bard euents 
as that had and we haue heard, I. Cor.. how he gloiites in his ſo 
doing, and layes his example therein ſoorth at large to be imitated of 
others. Indeed when theſe things, and namely circumcifion was vr- 
ged by the falſe Apoſtles, as neceſſarie to ſaluation, and as a thing to 
merit by, and to tender vnto God any part of bis pr oper and im- 


mediat worſhip, then the ſame Apoſſle is moſt ſtoute in the refu- - 
ſall thereof, and therefore'inchat caſe by no weanes, as he writes 


Halathiau 2.3. ¶ would he yeeld that Tus ſhould be circumciſed. 


and bee. moſt confidently aſſures the Galathians, that whoſoeuer 
(meaning with that opinion thereof) ſhould be circumciſed, Chaps - 


5. 2. Chriſt ſhould profit them nothing at all. Otherwiſe yet when 
ie was vſcd but as an in diſferent thing, without any ſuch ſupet- 
ſttious opinions tied thereunto, cuen in the ſame Epiſtle twice, 
hee ſayd theteof, that neither circumciſion, nor vncircumciſion 


as anie thing, but à new creature, or Faith that wrought by 


loue , Chapter 3. 6. and 6. 15. foras be ſayd in another place, the 
kingdome of God is not meate nor. drinke, but tigbteouſneſſe, 
peace, und ioy in the holy Ghoſt, Romans 14.17. And ( God be 


thanked for it) vnleſſe}we would wilfully offer the Church of Eng- 


lad manifeſt wrong, we cannot ſay that any ſuch ſuperſtitious 
opinions are tied by the ordinance or meaning theteof, to any of 
the rices and ceremonies that it preſcribes vs; but chat are 
impoſed no otherwiſe then ſuch things lawfully may bee, and there · 
fore ] would.thinke that this example of Saint Paule giues vs a 
plaine light bow to cartie our ſelues therein, and accordingly to 


ſay, the wearing or not wearing of a Surpliſſe, the making or 


not making the ſigne of the Croſſe, is not any thing · For the beſt and 
moſt honourable defender thereof that hath beene, and whole ay: 
ings thereof for his learning and place, may worthily be taken for the 
tue meaning of our Church therein:hath of the Surpliſſe ſaid in plaine 
words, Pa. 25 8. of his foreſaid book, that he thought none that would 
communicate with ys in the vſe of the Sacraments, though; either the 
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50 A perfwaſzon toruniformitic 
better ot the worſe thereof for the externall habit of rhe nyjniſter, and 
ofthe other as much (as we haue heard defore. ) Theſe things chere- 
fore duely and without partial or pteiudicate opinion weyed and 

pondered, Ihope will be ſufficient to periwadethaclawfully, & wich 

a good conſcience we ate rather to contorme our ſelues to the order 
of our Church in theſe ceremonies, then for refuſing ſo to do, to in- 
curre the ſentence of deptiuation of miniſtery and all. Hauing therfore 
thus ſayd what I thought fit, and I boped might ſerue the turne for 
this, let vs now proceed to the conſideration of the other exceptions, 
that are made againſt confotmitie CT the things that 
by order miniſters are enloyned, by the booke to tead or vie,

CHAT. 9. | 
T owching the praiſe of the orders in the books of reading of the 
| £ Scriptures Canonical. 


Tad arubrickein the tract ofthe Communion, we be di 
rected to tead Homilier, yet ſecing that concernes onely ſuch u 
ceunnot or will not then preach: and none ſuch ( for any thing that! 


heare) refuſe to yeeld the vtged conformitie, we may (whiles we are 
in hand only with this point) omit ſaying any thing of them, reſeruing 
chat which we haue to ſay thereof, vntill we come to the other point, 
touching ſubſetiption, within the compaſſe whereof the allowance of 
the reading of them indeed comes, not onely by meanes of that ru- 
bricke, but alſo by vertue of the 35 atticle ia the book of articles. The 
things therefore that now only we haue to conſider, ate the excep- 
tions that the refuſers of conformitic make againſt the order that the 
booke appoints, firſt for the reading of the Scriptures Canonical ot 
Apocrypha,and then againſt other Ange ſer downe in the ſame to be 
read, in the formall vſe and praQtiſe thereof, in all which I will Rrive 
by bow much Lhaue bene longer then I had thought I ſhould, in the 
former, by ſo much to be the briefer. In the order appointed by the 
booke touching the reading of the Canonicall Scripture, three things 
are miſliked,name!y that thereby a great part thereof is not appointed 
to be tead at all. that ſome portions therofare appointed to be read at 
ſuch times as they are, as namely the Epii7les and Goſpels the firſt day 
and Sonday of Lent, the Epiſſle on Innocent: day, and the Epiſtles on 
Eafter eue and Alichacli day, & laſtly that the TT of ſcripture in. 
ſerted into the booke, and the Pfaltet annexed thereunto, are - pre

ſcribed thereby to be read as they are, wherein yet there are many 
knowne faults that by no meanes can ſtand with the ſame Scriptures 
q in the originall tongues wherein they were firlt written. The firſt, 
whereofis prooued to be a great fanlt,for chat it is a kinde of taking 
from the word, and forbid, Reuel. 22. and a depriving the people of 0 * 
one good meanes the better to enable them to ſearch them : and ſo | | 
is the ſecond ſaid to be, for that by the preciſe appointing them at | 
thoſe ti nes, the people are occaſioned to miſtake and to miſunder- 4D 
Rand them, and likewiſe is the third, for that ſo there is falſe witneſle - 
borne both agaiaſt the ſcriptures, and the ſpirit ol God the authour 
thereof, asto haue ſaid and meant that there, which they neuex dide - 
But to the firſt of theſe, for any thing that I can gather out of the 14 
Canon ( for by the ſtatute made at the firſt, Elix. 1. toeſtabliſn the 
b ooke, aſwellall addition, detraction, orakeration'thereof,uithe vſe 
and pra ctiſe of it was forbid as it is now by that Canon) it may as 
well now as before, and indeed both before and now truely and 
juſtly bee ſaid that no ſuch inconuenience neede ariſe by that 
ot der, for that no minifter eythet by the booke, or by any other 
erdinance ofour CHurch u ouer and abouc thoſe 
that are — (being allowed to he a Preacher) to read any ot 
all of thoſe that are not, at ſuch times as he ſhall thigke good, with 
expoſition thereof, and ſure I am, I myſelfe haue ſo done, and in ſul 
perſwaften that thietin I haue done nothing againſt order therintalen 
eyther before or now, For doubt lefle any man may juſtly think tbat 
by our Churches order they were onley ſo left out as they are, inan 
that they were not thought ſo lightſome and eaſie tobe vnderſtood 
as the other, chat are appointed to be read, being but barely read 
without expofition and interpretation 2and in the meane time none 
that can, are forbid to read. aud ſtudie them priuately: But if theß 
were by the Kalender aſwell appointed as the other orderly to bee 
read. yet, in that in pariſh Churches the people com not together, but 
vpon few daies in the weeke, they might miſſe che hearing of moſt 
of them aſwell then as now. And as for the ſecond, the inconueni- 
ence imagined to ariſe therby, euety ininiſter that makes ſcruple at 
conformity, being a Preacher as commonly and generally he is, that 
likewiſe he in * of thoſe Scriptures at thoſe ſet timesby ſoundly 
interpreting them, and preaching thereupon, which the booke no 
where nor any other Canon fotbids him, may pteue nt. And trovche |. 
ing the laſt I hope ſhortly all oceafion of that ꝙpiection Waben 
= I 3 | moued 1 
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moued when the new tranſlatton by his Maieſties moſt Chriſtian 
and Princely order in hand, ſhall be fiuiſned, and authoriſed as the 
onely authenticall tranſlation to be vſed in our Churches: and in the 
meane time am perſwaded that no Biſhop in this land, will denie 
any miniſter (that can and will in peace and quietneſſe vſe that his 
liberty) to read all the foteſꝛid Scriptures, in the booke according 
to the great Bible by order alreadie from themſelues ap pointed to be 
in Churches, that we may read the Chapters out of it:ſor though we 
may find that the Booke appointes Epiſtles & Goſpels, Chapters and 
Pialmes to be read, yet no where ſhall we finde there eyther that they 

ate ſaid to be any part of the Booke,{andtherefore they were leſt out 
in che latine — thereof ) ot t hat it ties ot bindes vs to any 
one certaine tranſlation for the ſame, But if it expreſſly did, may 
we iuſtly thinke that it is contrarie to the word, to read the Scripe 
tures to the common people, in a tranſlation that hath ſuch faylts, at 
the 4 thereof rightly vnde tſtood ſometimes will not beare? 
Dou btleſſe then I feare ( in faith and aſſurance in our conſciences 
that wee doe alwaies well therein ) we ſhall neuer allow them to 
read, ot to haue tead ynto chem the Scriprures in any tranſlation 
at all : for when can we be certaine that apy tranſlation is free from 
all ſuch faults? vuleſſe therefore with the Papiſts we would debarre 
them from hauing and hearing the Scriptutes at all inthe vulgar 
tongues, we mult be contented that they read and haue them read 
ynto them in tranſlations that ( happily when we haue all done)may 
haue ſome ſuch faults, And this is it, that both they and we muſt cone 
teat our ſelues withall in this caſe, fitſt that the faultes be ſuch ,which 
though they ſt and not full with the originall, yet they import not 
any errour againſt any neceſſatie truth elſewhete taught in rhe ſcrip- 
tures, of which kind ( for any thing that Ican remember) among 
all the faults noted in the foreſaid inſerted Scriptures, in the booke 
there is not one: and then that thoſe faults ate not ſo defended by our 
Church to pe no faulcs, hut that alwaies it hath beene permitted the 
godly learned miniſters in preaching of any of the ſaid Scriptures, in a 
wiſe and diſcreet manner, notwithſtanding, to acquzint the people 
wich the ſenſe moſt agreeable with the original : yea we ſee moſt of 
the ſame faults corrected and amended alteadie in the ſoteſaid great 
Bible, commonly called the Biſhops Bible: and now ag ine, that 
that whole tranſlation and others ate to be examined and ſo all faults 


that liaue palt in any hertofote (as far as the learning and diligenceof

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man can feaeh vnto) are to be reformed, all which duely eonſidered

Ow the next is touching the bookes appointing the A pocrypha 
Ne be read as it doth,wherein'many ſnults are found alſo,as that 
they are appointed publikely to be read at all, that they are appoin- 
ted to be read as Chapters of the holy Scripture of the olde Teſta- 
ment, and as more edifying then the Canonicall omitted to gius 
roome for thẽ, and that often there is a ſpeciall choyſe of them 
for cettaine ſolemne ſeaſt daies or holy daes. AH which obie ions 
ſaslſayd before) the Deane the of Cheſter, now L. Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
(no man then ar there finding any fault with that his anſwer, in the 
conference before his Maĩeſtie) ſhewed was needleſſe, becauſe by the 
pteſoce ſet before the ſecond volume oſhomilies ( whichis by order 
of unt Church allowed &'authorized aſwell as the boo lx, aud indeed 
publiſhed fince the bookes firſt authotiſing in the yrare 1563. and 
therefore euen by that circumſtance more likely and fit to ſe tue in 
this point to explane the meaning of the booke,) the miniſter is en- 
horted to wey and to read his Chapters priuatly before ho comme to 
read them publickly, and thereupon, if in his diſcretion he'thioke it 
fitter and more to edification, to read a chapter of the new for any 
that is appointed of che old, then ſo to do.

before, to proue that the miniſter by warrant from thence, may law. 
fully inſtead of any of the [eFpocryphall Chapters appointed tobe 

read on ſundaies and holy dayes, and therefore much more as hee 
ſaich yponthe working dayes, as he in his wiſedome and 'iudgmer, 
ſhall think fit, vſing prudence and diſcrerion in that behalſe, read o- 
ther canonicall leſions, and ſo likewiſe others in print, haue anſwe · 
red this obiection ſinceſ as it ſhould ſeeme with the good liking and 
allowance of them that be in authority, which being ſo.all the brau- 
ches of this obiection, are euen thereby quite cut of, as alſd all the 
hard conſequents & imputations by reaſon therof impoſed vpon the 

booke,orthe order thereof, ſo farr as conformity iu vic and practiſe 

therunto teach, are vtterly temoued, e ſpecially ſecing alſo in the pre- 
face of the hoo ke, it is ſaid that nothing is therby appointed to bee

of God: Page. 7 20. of his foteſaid booke. But ſuppoſe the worſi, nam- 
ly chat it be not, ot were not ſo, or ifit had beene fo, that now yet 
bettet view of the Callender, for the order in this re in Auge, 
and by the canon, it were taken away, as ſome alleadge(t hougilo 
king thereinto, and as ſcriouſly conſidering therof as Ican,! find no- 
thing to lead any man iuſtly to think, that in that regard the caſe is 
any thing altered or otherwiſe then it was before)yet though by the 
booke we be tyed neuer ſo ſtrictly to read chemgyert we are nor ther» -

and ſame canonicall omitted, and on ſome ſolemne feaſt daies, and. 
holy daies, and as chapters ofthe holy ſcriptures, or ofthe old Te- 
ſtament, that yet by none of theſe, or all theſe togethet may wee, or 
can wee gather, without doing the Church of En land manifeſt 
wron 2 that euer it was or is her meaning to equallthem, much leſſe 
to make them in dignity or in edifiing ſuperiour to any of the e- 
nonicall, but rather indeed all theſe notwithſtanding, her mes - 
ning and deſire is, that euerie one ſhould know that they are but 
Apocrypha chapters, and therefore farre inferiour to any of the ca · 
conicall, eſpecially wee hauing acquainted our people as we ſhould 
which bee canonicall bookes, and which bee a pocrypha, teaching 
them euen by their names eo knowand diſcerne them. In common 
charity therefore wee are bound whenſoeuer either in the booke or 
in the Homilies, they are ſaid either to be Chapters of the old Te- - 
ſtament or holy Scripture, to conceiueſ whereas holy ſcriptures, 
ot old Teſtament, are taken either according to the vulgar and 
common ſpeech, for all that commonly is wont to bee bound to- 
gither in Bibles with the holy ſcriptures ofthe old teſtament, ot more 
properly and ſtrictly, for thoſe onely bookes therof, chat we are ſure - 
were written by ſuch ditection of the holy ſpirit,that preſerued the 
writets thereof, from all erting therein, which therefore onely wee 
count and call canonicall)in ſo ſpeaking of them, that the ſaid books 
 {peake,and therefore ate to be ynderſtood fo to do, onely in the for- 
mer ſenſe, And when therein there is compatiſon made bet vit chap 
ters of the old teſtament of leſle, and more edifying,we can not, for 
the foreſaid manifeſt difference acknowledged to be by out Church 
betwixt all the canoticall bookes of the old Teſtament, and all the 
Apocrypha euen in that reſpect, vndetſtand it to be betwixt any cano- 
nicallappointed to be read or not read, and the Apocrypba ſer down 
to be read, but only betwixt the canonicall appointed chereby to be 
read, and thoſe that are not. And looking into the Kallender for 
roper leſſons for ſundaies and holy daies, in that therby I find none 


but _canonicall appointed for the — and 1 for 
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Saints daies, I alwaies hiue taken it, that cuen thereby our church · 
es meaning was, plainly to giue vs all to vaderſtand, that as ſhnee 
in her regard and eſtimi ition preferres the Lords daie, before all o- 
ther holy daies, ſo ſhe would haue ys euen by this order to ſee, 
tim ſo ſhe preferred the canonicall, before the Apocrypfia, in wonn, 
credit and dignity: but ſuppoſe the compariſon ſhold by the booke 
be meant ofcertaiae chapters ofthe Apocryphaz it is ſo, ſor that the 
ſame are wholy conſonant with the canonicall, and are more now 
to out edification,then the canonicall, eithet for their hardneſſe, or 
for that now they doc not ſo much concerne vs. Theſe things there 
fore wayed indifferently, and with mindes rather ſecking to be ſatiſ-

CHAP... x. 
Concerning the interrogatories in Baptiſme. 
He next thing of any moment, that I find troubles and hin- 
ders men from yeelding to cenformity , is the order of the 
booke forthe interrogations and anſweres in the tract of bapri ſme, 
wherat I the leſſe muſt needs matuail, for that I find by the 23. Epiſtle * 
of S. Au:that one Boniface a learned Biſhop in his time, was alſo trou · 
bled therwith: but then I mult needs ſay againe, that I find in the 
ſaid . that it firſt appears, that they were euen then in vſe in 
baptiſing of Infanti, in effect as they ate now, and that there the ſaid 
S. Aug ſets himſelfe earneſtly in the beſt manner that he could, to 
defend the yſc of them, againſt all the obieRions of the ſaid Boniface; 
yen further certaine it is, let any m in read Dioniſias eccleſiaſticall Hi. 
erarchy.¶ ap. 7. & he ſhall there find, that in that Authors time(who- 
ſoeuet & wharlocuer he was) they were alſo in vſe, and likewiſe of 
ſome milliked. and that therfore he to defend them, expounded then 
the promiſes there, that the godfathers make, as alſo our late Arch- 
b;/>yp doth, deſeading the ſame Page. 611. as made onely to ſigniſie 
that they will vndettałe to doe aſmuch as (hall lye in them, that aſ- 
ter, the child liuing to yeares of diſcretion , it ſhall perſorme that 
which they promileand vow in the name thereof, which therefore 
in the fitſt eattance into our Catechilme; euem one is taught to pros

' fefſe, that thereby he taketh himſelſe bound to do, and therefore ic. 
cordiggly that he will. And ſurely hereupon it is alſo that in thenew - 

addition to the Catec hiſme allo it is ſayd, that the child performes 
faith and repentance, in that they promiſed them both in the name 


therof, ſo [peaking for that ſo they ate both vod and profeſſed in the 


name thereof, and not as ſome hardly take it, as though now therein. 
it were the meaning of out booke, to teach either that both theſe ate 
actually in cuery child that is baptized, or that one may beleeuę and 
repent by anether, but only ſo to ſhe that their good hope was, in 
0 i rhe na me thereof, that in time :e(bould and would. 
Io this effect S. Auſtin in the latter end of his Iog, Epiſtle, hauing an 
eye to the like vie in hit time in anſwering for the child, moſt plainly 
writes, that truly the child ſo anſwers by their mouths, and beleeues 
by their bearts and 'mouths that ſo contefle for it; as iris there new 
{borne by the miniſtetie of che baprizer.Sec him alſo,to this purpoſe: 
de verbis Apoſt. ſer. 10. And indeed ho ſo only conſiders the words of 
the booke, not only in the queſtions and anſwers themſelues, eſpeci- 
illy axthey are ſet done in piiuate baptiſme, but alſo in the exhotta- 
ciots,precedenr, and conſequent, in the tr of publilce baptiſme, 28 
alſo whitis ſerdowne concerning the ſame in the entrance into the 
old part of the Catechiſme, ſhall be enforced to ſee, that the ſaid que- 
ſtions ate ptopoſed to the iufants, and that the unſwers ate made only 
by the godfarhers and godmot hers there unto in their names, for & of 
the hopezwhich they in chtiſtian charity haue oſ them( whi ch teacheth 
them to hope alwayes the beſt, . Cor. i 3. . of ſuch as are ſo borne in 
the Church, & deſcended,$8 come of Chriſtian parents, I. Cor. 7.4) 
becꝛuſe they ate not able then ſo to anſwer forthemſelues. The reaſon 
and ground of which cuſtome is, that in the adminiſtration of this Sa- 
cram ent the Church alwayes hath thought, there is co paſſe a mutuall 
| Ripulztion & couenant betwixt God & euery partie to be baptized; 
and therfore ſeeing children born or deſcended of parents,wherof but 
one is a chriſtian, ſo far herby are ſaniified,as that they are admittable 
to, and capable of baptiſme, 1. Cor. . 14. & yet not able either to of- 
for themſeluet chereunto, or expreſſy the ſelues to make the ſame, they 


chat in the name of the patents & * preſent thẽ therunto, 
qhould in this ſort and mauer, as our appoints it, do it in their 
© names; thereby not only ſhewing what they hope they after will do, 
but ſo binding thẽſelues alſo to be what meant to them they can, that 


he they come to age & to difcretis,rhey ſhal performal which they

promiſed ſot them, or in their names. Which as his Maieſtie ſald ia 
the fore ſayd conference, when queſtion was about cheſe, ought the 
leſſe ta ſeeme ſtrange vaco vs, far that it is an vſuall thing ſor gar . 
dians to orphans and children, to aunſwere and to promiſe ſundey 
things in the names of their ſayd pupils and wards, and that yet the 
ſorelayd pupils and wards, are aftet to thidke themſelues bound as 
vell to performe che ſame, as if they hadtheir owae ſelues being of 
ye nes of diſcretion ſo anſwered and promiled. Whexeof alſo another 
experience his Highueſſe gaue vs in his ownefelfe, and that when he 
was crowned King of Scotland, being then but an infant, yet then hig 
nobles an{wered in his name, as he himſelfe would and ſhould haue 
done, if he had then bene a man, and thereſote whercof he bad euer 
ſince bene and would be hereaftet as cateſull to perfornie the ſame, 
as il he had himſelfe made the ſayd anſwers. It may be at the begin- 
ning this forme was preſcribed to be vſed, onely as {ome thinke, to 
fuch as when they were baptized were of diſcretion and vndetſtan- 
ding, thus to anſwer for themſelues, and yet very likely is ic alſo (that, 
ſo the rather it might appeate that the Church would —— all men to 
vnderſtand that the bapiiſme of ſu ch aud of iaſants alſo was ono and 
ſelfe ſame baptiſme, and that they thetein aſwell as the other entted 
into couenant with the Lord) that it was thought ſit and neceſſatie, 
that the ſame anſwer, ſhould be made by ſome of the congregation * 
alwaye$ in their names, that the other made thqnſelues. Wherefore 
to conclude this point, in my opinion, well and iuſtly hath againe 
our late Archbi/bop, Pag- 692, of his auſwere to Maiſter 4 artwright 
- concerning this obiection ſayd, why ſhould it not be as lawfull tor 
the Church of England by publike authotitie to appoint godfathers 
and godmothers, thus to anſwer in the name of the child, as for the 
writers of the admonition, to allow ypon their priuate fancies, that 
parents ot ſome in their roomes in caſe of their neceſſarie abſence, 
ſhould in the childs name, make confeſſion of the Chriſtian faith and 
defire to be baptized therein? Thus therefore in the name of the 
child they profefling and deſiring, what is it but iu the true meaning 
of the booke in Chtiftian charitte., and hope ſo to do. ſor that they 
are petſwaded, that if the child were of age, it would euen ſo do, pro- 
ſeſſe & deſire, & therſote chat they in the mean time do ſo in the name 
therof, in full expectation, that when it ſhall, it will account that by 
them it ſelſe ſo did, that fo the Conenant betwixt God, and it 
may in this Sacrament ſand ratified therein , And yet in ſome ſence

Nd ſeeing by Chriſts baptiſme, and his ordaining of this ſacra- 
A A meat, water was alloted to be the outward part therein, why 
may we not according to the booke;both ſay and thinke that therby 
the water of the flood Jordan, wherin he and others were baptiſed, - 
and all other water, was indeed ſanctiſied( meaning at the eurward __ 
element in a ſacrament by the inſtitution theroſ, was, and is thereby 
ſanctified for that vſe) to the myſticall waſhing away pf ſin! As for 
that which is further obiected againſt that which is ſer downe,in'the 
foreſaid parte of the Cytechiſme;touching two ſacraments, only ge- 
nerally neceſſar to ſajuation,the meaning onely is, chat there are on- 
ly 2 ſuch, taking a ſactament 2 er it is defyned, and 
t they two are neceſſary ſo to ſaluation, as by no means without 
danger 3 may be contemned or neglected, and that for all 
chriſtians, fiſt or laſt, yong or old, and then what iuſt exception can 
there be made at all againſt that? So alſo by the order thar is now takẽ 
in the booke, that thelawful miniſter only ſhall privately bapciſe the 
child, the old obiection againſt the conditional baptiſing of it after in 
the caſe mentioned in the booke,is ſufficieitly taken away, for now 
that will neuer neede to be put in vic. And as for the ring vſed in ma- 
riage, the words with my bodie I the worſhip,or the reſẽblance that 
it is ſaid there to haue of the ſpitituall marriage bet wixt Chriſt, and 
his church; I finde not that any ſeeme greatly to ſtand at any or at all 
of tbeſe. And if they ſhould, ſurely they could not therm finde any 
iuſt cauſe;for the ting is but g inen & taken as a ciuill token berwixe * 
the parties that are maried,of the promiſe and couenant that therein 
they make one to the other: and the word worſhip there vied, doth 
but import that worſhip or honor that gro es vnto the woman by 
marriage, in that thereby man is ſo, made her head that ſne hath in 
the phraſe and ſenſe of the Apoſtle, thereby alſo ſuch a tight of, ouet 
and inhis bodie, that — it is not his owne, as it was before, 
which whiles by marying of her, he inticles her ymo , yery truly hee

may ſay in that ſenſe, that with his bodie he doth her worſhip, and 


finding the holy ghoſt. ſo oft hath taken delight ynder the ſhadow 


ot marriage berwixt man and woman, to ſet forth vnto ys the ſpiritu- 


all martiage betwixt Chriſt and his Church, the ſpeech in the booke 


becing to bee vnderſtood no otherwiſe , but as kauing reference - 


onely thereunto) as indeed iuſtly it cannot) no iuſt fault can be found 
thereat. Now as for all the reſt of the obiections alledged againſt pre- 
ciſe conformity ia the practiſe of the booke, from cettaine words & 
phraſes in ſundry prayers and parts thereof, which ſeeme hardly and 
barſhly to be ſer downe, vea ſo as without ſome alteration they can- 
not well be ſo vſed, to helpe vs in that, we are to call ro mind againe 
his Maieſties pleaſure(as I noted in the beginning of this treatiſe)moſt 
gratiouſly deliuered vs in the concluſion ofthe cenference, that hee 
would haue ys to take cuery thing in the beſt ſenſe we could, for in 
that ſeaſe only he would haue vs to ynderſtand that he yrged them to 
be vſed and yeelded vnto: for in this caſe, we but ſo doing, there is 
nothing ſo hardly ſet downe, but that taking it and explaining it as 
the very booke meancs it, and as the publikly vrofeſſed and autboti- 
ſed doctrine of our Church doth lead vs, the offence thereat wil be 
remoued. | | 
2 Then ſecondly, howſoener ſome now (ſo the better to coun- 
tenance their refuſall to yeeld this conforraity (though in ſome ſort 
they haue ſeemed better to like thereof heretofore) perſwade them- 
ſelues, d would alſo perſwade othera, that now they ate more ſtrictly 
bound to follow in euery thing the preciſe letter of the Booke then 
before,by the new Canons, and the declared meaning therein of the 
Church in chat reſpect, we are to vndetſtand that both contratie to 
his Maieſties foreſaid declared pleaſure in that point, and com rarie 
indeed both to the meaning of the booke and thoſe Canons, it is 
ſo conceiued : for if that were ſo, that now vpon no citcumſtance 
ot due conſideration the preciſe letter thereof might be altered at 
any time, then we ſhould neyther burie, baptize, nor viſite any but 
males, and though there be — one to be baptiſed, we ſhould 


al wales vie the plurall number in ſpeaking thereof, for ſo onely runs 
the letter'of out booke : yea (that more is) if conformitie now vr- 
ged bound vs to ſuch apreciſe and ſtrict fol owing the very letrer of 
our booke in cuery thing,then thereby we ſhou d be bound to breed 
the Biſhops and the whole ſtate, mote trouble by our ex: ſo doing 
then they breed any by the vrging of it. Fot by the laſt rubricke in 


marriage 
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marriage,euery martied couple ſhould receiue the Gommunion that 
day. and by an other, euen the laſt alſo in the tract of confirmation,ic 
is flatly ſer downe, that none are to be admitted vnto the holy com- 
munion, vntill ſuoſh tim: as they can ſay that Cathechiſme , and hee 
confirmed, for all wiſe men will and may eaſily conceiue, that if out 
conformity bound vs fo ſtrictly to the letter of the book, that by force 
of theſe ewo Canons, no Papiſt; or Browniſts that refuſe vtterly to | 
communicate with vs, nor any elſe that cannot both ſay the whole - 
Catechiſme; and were not confirmed alſo, might by any miniſter of | 8 
this Church lawfully be m irried, what iaconueniences ſoeuer others 11 
wile grew thereof, and likewiſe that all ynconfirmed,old and yong, 
man and woman, noble and ignoble, ſhould be held from the com- 
munion, vntill they could all ſay the Catechiſme, and were alſo con- 
firmed ; there being therefore ſo few in compariſon of the reſt that 
are thus qualified , what a ſticre would this breede? Miniſters in 
moſt places ſhould haue far leſſe to Yoe, then they haue in marrys 
ing and in miniſtriag of the Communion, and the Biſhops, would be 
driuen to ſpend all their time and ling in confirming of the yncons 
firmed, or the whole land would mightily be difquiered-inrunni 
and ſeeking vnto them for no ſmall fpace, The makers cherefore<f 
the Statute Eliz. 1. Fitſt to authoriſe the ſeruice Booke , though 
thereby a ti order is taken fot the vniformꝛ practiſe thereof, as 
euer was by any Canons ſince, without any alteration thereof, yet 
molt wiſely foreſceing, as well the miſchiete and inconuenience 
chat might growein time vpon ſome circumſtinces in following 
tooto precilely the letter thereof, hath onely made penall the wil- 
full tranſgteſsing the order thereof, and obſtinate ſtan ding therein 
And therefore alſo in the ſecond Article, whereunto ſubſcription 
is made touching the vſe and practiſe of the Booke, he that theres 
vnto ſubſctibeth, promiſeth onely to vie the forme in the ſaid Booke 
preſcribed in publicke prayer and adminiſtration of the Sacraments 
and none. other. Whereby it ſhould ſeeme to mee, that the edge 
and force both of the ſtatute law and Canon, is againſt * 20d 
Sectaries, that will vſe new formes or rites quite differing from this | 
Booke, ot but little or none of this, and not againſt ſuch as are cares 
full to vſe the whole form & ſubſtance ofchis without any alteration 
thereof at all, bur vpoa due circumſtances, & iuſt confideration,re? ſon 
and occaſion, and that in prace and ſilence alſo anſwering yet alwaies 4 
by that their alteration or a che trac end and ſenſe theror.

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2s much as any way conueniently may be, and therefore we 
be ſure that ſuch alteration onely of ſome occutrents therein, is laws 
full and allowable, As for example, when reading the ColleQes 
appointed to bee read on Chtiſtm̃aſſe daye, or Whitſonday, 
certaine daies follwing, the miniſter quietly and in good diſcretion, 
chuſes rather to ſay, as about this time, then as the verie letter is, 
this day, becauſe he knowes that Chriſt was borne but of one day, 
and the holy Ghoſt likewiſe in that extraotdinarie manner came 
downe but vpon one: or when in the receit of the communion by 
himſelfe, or in his owne perſon, he chaunges the wards appointed to 
to be uſed in the deliuerie or receipt thereof; namely the words, gi- 
uen for thee, into theſe words given for mee: what Biſhopor Ordi- 
naric in the land can or will diſlike. him for ſo doing? Likewiſe, in 
the foreſaid caſes, doubtleſſe the meaning of thoſe rubrickes onely 
is, that they ſhall communicate that day* if there be a Communion 
then,& they be fit, & that none are to be held to be fit to be admitted = 
theteuuto, but they that ate confirmed ot which for knowledge, age 
and diſcretion might well haue beene, And lo though the booke pre- 
ſcribingacommenrule and order for the burying of all ſuch as in 
ſuch a Etriſtian Church as this is, ſhall die (in Chriſtian charity and 
hope that all would die like Chriſtians ) appoints the miniſter to ſay 
in commuting his body to the eaith, that he doth ſo, in ſure and cer» 
taine hope of reſurrection to eternall life tand therefore after alſo to 
ray, that they together withrhat their brother may haue their per- 
225 conſummation and bliſſe in Gods eternall and euerlaſti g king- 
dome: yet now without any breach of that order, by iy 4b Ca- 
non, Perſons dying excommunicated , Maiore excommunicatione, 
for ſome grieuous andnotorious crime, when no man is able to te- 
ſlifie of their repentance, the miniſter is not to burie at all, much 
leſſe inthe preciſe forme, and with thoſe words. And otherwiſe it is 
well knownegthat murderers of themſelues, and fundrie other no- 
totious offenders, dyingin and for thoſe their fuch crimes , mini- 
ters are not by that order, or by lawe, at all bound to bury : and 
therefore notin that yery manner, Wherefore then, as the very re- 
ſon giuen in the Canon in the foreſaid caſe ſhewes, when both the 
miniſter and moſt of the pariſh knoweth ( as the caſein my know- 
ledge both hath beene, and therefore may be againe ) that one 
comes to be buried, that lived and dyed moſt protanely, more like 


z vetie Atheiſt, anda gtoſſe infidell, then like any Chriftian at all: 
| | who 


unto his Chriflian brethren, (67 
who doth not fee, that the diſcreet miniſter ( yet therein rothing 
crofſing ey ther the meaning of che booke, or the intent of the autho- 
riſers thereof may in his wiſedome and diſeretion, in ſuch ſort vic, 


and alter thoſe words: as that neither be burie his bodie in ſure and - 


certaine hope of the reſutrection thereof to etern ill life,as the body 


of one that died like'a Chriſtian mdeed, nor that he beinforced to 


þy,that he and the reſtthere preſent, may haue their conſummarion 
with him in Gods euerlaſting bliſſe & kingdome?For we may be ſure 
that it was neither the meaning either ofthe book or of the authoriſers 
therof,firſt or laſt, ia thoſe ſet and preciſe words and tearmes, to biad 


the}miniſters to-buryany burſuch whom with'a good conſcience the 
ſo might. Aad yet whoknoweth not that ſit it is, that forthe mam 
tenance of good order, the rule ſhould be ſo rally ſer dowue, 


becauſe it is not fir (many amongſt ſuch a multitude of miniſters as 
be in this kingdome, lacking due diſctetion)to leaue all or any in ſuchi 
a caſe ſimply at their owne liberty? And yet againe, who is to ſimple 
but he vnderſtands, that hardly can any tule in ſuch matters, be ſo ge- 
netally ſer dowae, hut that euerthe equi therof, & the true meaning 
of the preſcribers therof, will & may admit of ſome inſtances to the 
contrary! Howbeiſ3ods mercy being ſo infinite as it is, and we in 
Chriſtian charititie being bound but as we are, to hope and to iudye 
the beſtof allthatdie amonꝑſt vs, doubtles in this te ſpect, the inſtanct t 
wil be butfe yx, and very rare: and yet euen then to prevent all inconue 
niencesſthat might gtow by the raſhnes & indiſcretion of ſome mini 
ſtets, l would wiſh none to take ljberty of thẽſelues to alter this form; 
but by allowance of authority, vpon due information of ie particu- 


lat occaſion firſt obtaind: which when there is or ſhall be iuft cauſe, 


am fully perſwaded, would cafily be obteindꝭ and I wiſhir ſhould. For 
it cannot ſtand with the rule herby the Church is bound in all her 
orders to haue eſpeciall care that they tend to edification i iet; to 
tye her miniſters in the huriallof the dead. to equall. ſuch, in and by 
ſuch words, wich her beſt and liuelieſtmembets. As for that which 


is miſhked in the booke, touching priuate ab ſolution, in the tract of 


viſitingthe ſicke, in my opinion theres no iuſt cauſe thereof : for 
doubileſſe in the caſe thetę mentioned, ſuch priuate abſolution is ve 
ry neceſſary and comſortable: and the meaning thereof is no 
more, but that they ſo repenting me beleruing as isrhere ſpecified 
inthe booke, we, as the miniſters of God affurethern; that he dorh 
abſolue them of their ſiunes ſo repented of; And indeed there way 
| L | 
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difference in the true ſenſe and meaning, betweene this and the gene- 
rall abſolution, or pronouncing of the fins of the penitent to be foręi 
giuen, wih good allowance vicd after the generall copfeſſion of fins * 
inthe beginning of morning and evening praier; but that there it is 
pronounced generally co all there preſent that are rruly penitent, and 
beleeue in Chtiſt according to the Goſpell : and here particularly but 
to the ſicke party, likewiſe fs profeſsing both faith and repentance. 
And why may we not in the Collect ot Trinitie ſonday pray as there 
the booke appoints to be delivered from all aduerſitie; as well as in 
the Lords prayer to be deliuered trom all euill? For the Church and 
her members ( at the leaſt ſome particular Churches) ſometime may. 
haue reſt therefrom; butifnor, and ſhe were ſure thereof alſo, _ 
may ſhe not yet ſo pray, to ſhew her deſire that ſhe might; as Chri 
diq, that the cup might paſſe from him, which he knew ſhould not? 
Tneſe things duly conſidered, I remember nothing of any moment 
in che boole, to {try any man from yeelding to conformity in the yſe 
and practiſe therof. For, as for the few ſuppoſed incommodious phra- 
ſes in ſome other praiers,they will and may be eaſily remooued, but 
by taking them in the beſt and faireſt ſenſe, moſt [tanging with the 
ſubſtance of ſound doctrine otherwiſe publikly proſeſſed, aud autho- 
ried in this Church, which vntil euident cauſe be giuenmẽ to the con 
traty, euetv one in duty is bound to do. For, what reaſon hath any man 
to think, ut that our profeſſed & authoriſed doctrine, and our pralert 
aud practiſe agree? Out Church therfore diſalowing praier r the 
dead as it doth, and requiring alwaies ſtedfaſt faith in our praters, we 
may be ſute therby, we are only in the Letany ſo taught to pray that 


God would not remember the ſinnes of our forefathers, as thetfore 


to take vengeanceof vs: and in the two collects, the fift after the 


offertory, & the ſecond after Trinity, to feare, and to diſtruſt, only in 


ieſpect of out ſelues, but not in reſped of Gods mercy in Chriſt at all. 
Wuertote, hauing now thus ſaid, what I hope may E ſufficient to 


moue my good brethren for the Churches peace & good,andalfo for 


their owne,and to preuent greater incònueniences, to Rand forth no 
longer in their refuſal to conforme themſelues in their practiſe to the 
orders of our Church, required at their hands: let vs paſle on to that 
which yet ſeemeth to be wanting, to perſwade the alſo, if and wben 
need ſhalbezin the ſame reſpeRs,rather to yeeld tothe vreed form of 
ſubſcription, then either therfore co ſhun to enter into the miniſtry, 
When otherwiſe they are fit and might, or for the tefuſal therof, to be 
debarred of the vſe of their gifts thetin. enn

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Tuc hing the yeelding tothe now vrged ſubſcription: and anſwering cer- 
| | tine objettions againſt the ſame, 


f B now come to the queſtion aboutthis ſubſcription 
howſocuer heretofore it was doubted whether it had any expreſſ 
law or canon to Warrant it or no, now wee are put outot doubte 
thereof by theſe laſt cannons,and namely by the 36, in that wee ſee 
and know them all to be ſo authoriſed by his Maicſtic as they are, 
who hath full and ſufficient authority by his highneſſe tytle & pre- 
rogatiue confirmed vnto him by exprefle law otherwiſe, ſo to doe. 
And therefore we cannot be now ignorant, but that our reuerend 
fathers the Biſhops, haue thereby authority, to vrge ſuch migiſters 
thereunto, as bee ynder their iutiſdictions, at ſuch times, and in 
ſuch caſes, and vpon ſuch occaſions, and in ſuch manner, as ate p | 
exprefledin the ſaid canons, and alſo vader the penalties to the re- 3% 
fuſers, then ſpecified in the ſame. Wherefore as I ſaid ofthe former - 
ſo ] muſt needs ſay of this, o farre as there is nothing within the 
compaſſe therof, eithet in the owne nature, or as it is meant by the 
order of our Church, and the gouernors thereof, contrary either to 
ſound faith or good manners, taught in Gods word, conſcience (in 
|. xeſpeRofthem andrhistheir authoriry which they haue now by 
law or canon,thoug\ not in regard of the bare nature of cuery thing 
within the reach of the lame) without all queſtion doth bind vs, for 
the Cnurches good, and our owne, to yeeld thereunto. And this is 
cettaine, the firſt Article touching his Maieſties iu ſt Title and ſu- 
remacietherin ſet downe,& the laſt touching the booke of Articles 
(ſo far forth as they concern faich & the ſacraments)allme of our reli 
ion & profeſſion that hold communion with v<,haue alwaigs ſince 
fubſeription hath beene firſt required, beene willing and ready to 
pyoeeld che ſame, acknowledging,as by the la wes ofthe realniegſo alſo 
phy the lawes of God, for the plaine and manifeſt truth therin contai- 
ned, that theywere bound in-6Ccience alſo, euen fot the matter ther- 
of ſo to do. The queſtion therfore concerning this point lies in this, 
whether the reſt contained in theſe thre articles mentioned in that 36 
canon, & in the form there ſer down, may be yeelded vnto with a ſafe - 
& good cõſcience, wherũto firſt I ſay, that cõparing the Articles wher 


vnto now ſubſcriptiõ is nn the 3 that formerly were wont 
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to be yrged, touching either the whole, or the reſt now only in que! 0 
ſtion, I fiad no great difference; ſome words ate added in the firſt 
ſome what more fully to expreſſe his M ieſties ticle and ſupremacy, 
whetof therefore I think cuety one likes fo much the better, and as 
for the ſecond, it is word for word, the fame it was, and that requires 
that by our ſubſcription therunto, we only aduauch, that choſe twoe 
bookes therein named( che booke of common prayer, and the booke 

of ordering Biſhops,Paclts aud Deacons) containe nothing conma- » 
ry to the word of God, and in the laſt, ac I finde theſe words added; 
(now to make it plaine how many articles the aidbooketof Articles 
| containes bring in number 3 9 beſides the ratification, ſo I obſcrue for | 
\__ - the woid beleeueth, yicd before touching all che Articles therein 
contained,as it there is expteſly ſec dowae, a ſofter word put, namel 
acknowledgeth , ſo that herein cuen in the conſtruction of tho 
that moſt miſlike and write a2aink rhe former, it is moſt cleare, that 
this now urge d is in teſpect of the matter thetof, che very ſame, if not 
bettet and eaſier, then it was beſote, eſpecially conſidering alſo the 
things amended & explaned in the booke of common prayer of late, 
as was noted in the beginning. 5 
2 Ifany ſay yet, no it is worſe then it was, in reſpect of the 
me, becauſe now is added ex a, here it was before but valens, 
that is ſuch a difference, whereupon it will not follow that it is one 
lot worſe chen it was before: for who can indeed ſay or wiite that 
he doth athing velevs,and yet not ex animo?ic alſo appearing by that 
which I haue {aid already ofthe former point. that our Church by 
thele laſt canons, hach in nothing made the ſenſe of any thing hard- 
er then ic was before, it mult ncees follow that now to refuſe 
thus to ſubſcribe, for aby that baue ſubſcribed before, is rather an 
argument of inconſtancy in them then otherwiſe. And this is well 
knowne, and doubtles the Biſhop ( Im perſwaded, by publike re- 
cord vader our hands ( can proue , that very few or none of vs, 
that haue centred into the miniſtry, or haue beene inſtituted or admit. 
ted by them to any liuing ſiuce the thirteenth yeare of her Maieſties 
raipne that laſt was, but wee haue both for the one, and the other, 
(how — ever that hath beene in tlie latter reſpeR} ſo oft ſub- 
ſcribed wk ; the confideration whereof, one would thinke mieht 


bee fome motive vato vs, the leſſe to ſticke at it now aggine, if 
nee de fo require.

cher to draw vs thereunto, that we plainely ſee in the ſecond article, 
che teuerend fathers and our brethten chat firſt with them agreed in 
Comocation, chat this forme (to breed vyitic and vniformitie, as they 
hoped )of ſubſeription ſhould be vrged, te reby only concluded that 
we ſhould aduouch nothing to bee contained in thoſe two bookes 
mentioned in the ſecond article, and abaut which indeed all the que - 
ſtion is, as Ihaue ſayd, in this caſe , contratie to the word of God. 
Which (as I, and many others haue heard ſome of the chiefe that then 
were ) proteſt, they did of purpoſethetby to eaſe the conſciences ofthe 
ſubſcribets, as much as might be ⁊ for that as they knew ſundrythings 
within the comp iſſe ofthe ſaid bookes to be prater verbam & diuerſa 
a verbo (Which vas la full enough in things of that naure that they 
were) ſo they kuew alſo, that it was far les to ſay accordingly that they 
contaiaed nothing contrarie to che word, then that all things contai= 
ned therein were agreeable to the word, as they require we ſhould. 
ſay we tlie Dooke of Articles, containing the moſt ſubſtantiall 

rounds and points ofthe doctrine of faith and the Satrament, where - 
of the third article is:ynleſle cherfore in their ſenſe, we can ſhew ſame 
things charchoſe bookes containe contrary to the word , we ſay no- 
thing againſt the forme of ſubſcription thereby required. 

To ſay or thinke that the booke of Common prayer containes 
ſome thing conttarie to the wordof God, either becautc it appoines 
the Canonicall — but to be read as it doth, or the Apocrypha 
chapters mentioned in the Kalenders, I hope by that which I haue ſaid 
befote, at large of both thoſe points, it wil or may appeat, that therfore 
it is not ſo. For therby Ihaue ſhewed that in good conftruRtion, (and 
but yet in ſuch as may well land with any thing ſet downe in thoſe 
loc kes) ia both thoſe reſpeQts, it containes nothing but that which a 
man may lawfully accordingly practiſe & conforme himſelſe vn to, & 
therfore nothing contrary to the word : and che like alſo I hope I may 
aſſume of all the reſt contained therin, in the foreſaid diſcourſe cleared 
ofthe obiectiõs made againſt th touching cõformity: it that therfore 
now againe, I ſhall not need to trouble the reader wich any further te- 
her ſall therof. For as Ifaid in the beginning, ſo far as one may lawfully 
& with a good conſcience go in his practiſe & vie, he may alſo go in 
this forme of ſubſcribing thetunto : and this is certaine alſo, that thar 
which the authoriſed book containes not, not binds vs to practiſe ( ly 
ing withinthe compaſſe of theſe things we ſhold practiſe if the books 
meaning were indeed to bind ys 5 that, we need not * 

| 3 chat 
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that ic containes at all. thus fatre to be iuſt/ fied by ſubſcription: Let ys 
heare thet ſore what further particularly can be obiected againſt this 
ſubſeription, either out of the book of comon prayer, or out of the o- 
ther. Some thing further find to this end obiected, out ofthe ttacts of 
the communion &, baptiſm, & ſomething out of that of confirmation. 

5 Out of the tract of the communion for the ſicke that there in a 
certaine caſe, the communion is allowed to be adminiſtred to one a- 
lone, as namely when he is ſicke of a contagious diſeaſe, aud none can 
be got to communicate with him, and that it is there in the treatiſe of 
the publike communion alſo permitted vnto ſome of the communi. 
cants to make the generall coateflion of ſinnes in his one name, and 
of all the teſt, as it is there ſet downe; both which are held to be con- 
tratie to the wetd, For that the miniſter by the inſtitution is to (ay, 
eate ye and drinke yee all ofthis, which he cannot ſay to one alone, 
and that ſo to make confeſſion of ſinnes is held to be, by the word 
properly and onely belonging to the miniſter. Neither of theſe I al- 
ledged inthe former diſcourſe, becauſe though they bee both in the 
communion booke, yet they are neither of them there ſo ſet downe, 
as that neceſſarily either of them need euer come into priftiſe , and 
very ſeldome or neuet haue they, or are like to do: for in the former it 
it expreſly ſet downe, that in chat caſe onely ypon ſpecia I requeſt of 
the diſeaſed, the miniſter may alone communicate with lum, it ſaith 
not thateither he muſt or ought; and cherfore we may be ſure, ſor 
feare of his owe perill, he will chuſe rather not ſo to do, then ſo to 
adminiſter it, eſpecially ſeeing the preface tothecommunion tor 
the ficke, and a rubricke after thercin, ſeeme rather to wiſh that to 
be neuer miniſtred without a conuenient companie, and that the peo- 
ple by oft communicatinꝑ, and by good inſttuction, ſhall be brought 
to that vndetſtanding, that they ſhould neuer need to deſire it ſo in- 
conueniently to be adminiſtred, and the 67 Canon now binds not the 
miniſter to go ſo much as to viſit tne ſicꝶ, in caſe his diſeaſe be known, 
or but probably ſuſpected to be infectious: and the other is alſo ſo 
permitted to one of the rece: uers( in the rubticke before the ſayd con- 
feſſion) as that the ſaid confeſſion is to be made either by one of 
them, or by one of the miniſters, or by the ptieſt himſelfe; and there- 
fore (being ſo ſet done) thar alwayesit that lie inthe miniſtęgs or 
prieſts choiſe, whether any of the other lay communicancs ſhal {ay it 
or no, they haue, wil, & may, by the book 10 preuẽt that incouenience, 


/that it hall need neuer (more then it hach done) come to be ſo vſed, 
And 
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And thus alſo indeed we fee euen by the ſame reaſons that neither of 
theſe are lo contained in the boołe, as that they need to trouble any in 
the ſubſcribing tkheteunto. And therefore as the latter is not ouce te- 
membred, either by the writers of the ad monition, ot by AA. Cars 
wright, as worthy once to be obiected againſt tlie booke, ſo the other 
though it be obiected by both, is neither acknowledged nor once de- 
fended, by the late Archbiſhop in his anſwer yntothem (as you may ſee 
Pag. 5 28. & 229. of his booke) as at all contained ot mentioned in the 
ſeruice booke; yea Pag. 15 · ( belike for the reaſons afareſaid)he ſaith 
flatly that there is no receiuing of one alone alowed in the boołke. But 
ſuppoſe the worſtz if it ſnould be held to be contrarie to the word, ei- 
ther to miniſtet it in a priuat houſe, or that the miniſtet in any caſe 
ſhould miniſter it to one alone, we muſt then condemne all antiqui- 
ty, euen in luſtis Martyrs Te rtulliaut, and Cyprian ti mes, in-whoſe 
times Maiſter Cartwright is inforced to confeſſen was miniſtred in 
private houſes, in the foreſaid page 525. & in Serapians time , who 
had. it ſent him lying ſick on his death bed, to be roceiued alone, as 
wotead in Euſclias. Lihb. ¶ ap. 43. And though there be but two⸗ 
the ayaiftcrand the ſick, yer in reference to them two, it may be ſaid 
take ye; eat yee, and wee koow that Chriſthath promiſed that when 
two or three are gathered togeather in his name, hee will bee in 
the middeſt of them. Mu, 18. And wee know: that Bucer and 
Peter Martyr allowed our communion booke, euen in teſpect of 
the communion therein; preſcribed ſot the ſick, in their iudgments 
that they gaue thercof, and likewiſe that Muſculus: de cans Domini 
confeſſes that it is retained in diueiſe reformed Churches, yea neither 
Bez.4 nor ¶ uluin, but in ſome caſe they allowed it, and Oecalampadius 
as it is written in bis life, denied it not the ſicke, but in this caſe we 
need none of theſe helps, becauſe this thing in queſtion is ſo mentio- 
ned in the communion booke 3s rather yet it is diſalowed thereby - 
then allowed. & cannot iuſtly be ſaid to be contained therein, andis {a 
ſnut out againe(as we haue heard) both by the driſt of the ſame, ᷓ by 
the foreſaid Canons explayning the meaning of the book touching 
the*miniſters duty in vlſiting of the ſicke. And further of the other 
neede not be ſaid, for it is ſo there permitted, as with all, ſtreighit (as 
we ww haue heard) the vic of that petmiſsion is preuented. And yet if 
it ſhold be vrged as plainly yet permitted thete, I think wel may it 
be Prater verbũ, but hardly wil it be proued any more tobe contrary

6 Furtheryet,iachat(in a rubricke next the creed in that tract 
it is (aid, if there be no ſermon, ſhall follow one of the homilies al- 
ready ſet ſorth or to be ſet forth by common ty, eſpecially the 
35 article in the booke of Articles, adiudging both the former booke 
ol Homies ſet forth iu King Edward the fixrs time, and the ſecond 
boole, the ſeueralltytles wherof are there ſet dowae, to be read in 
the Churches, bythe miniſters diligently & diſtin ly, as containing 
what doctrine is meete & neceſſary for theſe times,ariſe other obie · 
ions, which they haue againſt this ſubſcriprion:for ſay they in theſe 
already extant, ſome faulis there ate in cettaine of them, which can» 
not ſtand with the word, and further what may be in the reſt. that 
ſhall bee fer forch, wee cannot tell, and therfoce hard: it is to ſub- 
ſcribe; how ſoeuer when that booke and rubrick was authoriſed firſt 
Eli. I. there were ſome to be ſer out, yet ſince they that were in- 
tended then, haue long agoe beene publiſned, & ſo therefore in that 
reſpecd es I ſaid in the beginig, this obioctiom is void. Touching thoſe 
that then were extant, notwithſtanding the abiected faults againſſ 
ſome of them, very true it is,that there is:nuch wholſome & need+ 
full doctrine contained in them, & moſt of them u not nor do 
touch vynh any faults at all, and thoſe which they obiect agaialt any 
of them, ate not of any ſuch momẽt, but eicher with a fauoutablec on · 
ſtructid. they may be made none ar all, or elſeſ as theyknowe )they 
are ſuch iꝭ about which amongſt the godly learned both of ancient 
time, & now alſo, there is & hath been great queſtion-whether theybe 
to be connted any faults at all or no: and the ſane may as iuſtiy bee 
ſaid o fall that ſince haue beene authoriſed. But touching thoſe that 
by authority then ſhanld aſter be ſer out, why ought not men then 
in charity, aſwell haue hoped that they in authority would haue a 
care, that they ſhould containe nothing contrary to the word, 2s it 
ſeemeththey did of Sermon to be made / In that therefore they 
made no exception euet yet againſt the Bool in chat reſpect,:hough 


thengthelr Sermons be allowred to bo made, bypreachers every: 
Me then ghey could not tell wherher- would bee 
fault le ſſe fe Very deed, though ſubſcribing to the Bavke 
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ing of them to be read, yet in that by thopreface beſbre th ſeconi 
Booke of Homilies ( whicti interprets the meaning * the ſe 
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of Common Ptayer, and Articles, we thus ſubſcribe to the allows 
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bookes, herein) it appeares the miniſter is not tied to read them all, 
but directed there only out of them all, prudently to chuſe out ſuch 
as be mol? fit for the time and for the inſtruction of the people, our 
late Archbiſboy in his ſoreſaid booke, Pag. 715. and the next had iuſt 
cauſe and ground to write (as he hath) fully to remoue this obiecti- 
on: if a ny homily (ſaith he) ſhall be appointed hereafter, wherein 
yourm:{like any thing,you need not to read it, forthe book appoints 
you not to read this or thar homily, but ſome one which you all like 
beſt, and if you be diſpoſed topreach, you need read none at all; and 
touching thoſe which are to be ſet out, if you feare any ſuch thing as 
you pretend, I thioke, faith he, in that caſe a modeſt proteſtation 
wouli not be refuſed. Yea as we haue heard before, Pag. 7 20. he te- 
fuſeth in plaine and expreſſe words to defend any thing as appointed 
by the booketo be read, which is not grounded vpon the word of 
God: But in very deed I cannot ſee how iuſtly and truely the bookes 

can be ſaid, to containe all which they appoint or allo in anyſort to ; 
be read : ſuch direction for the reading of them, they may well be 
ſayd to containe, but yer not therfore the things themſelues. Howſa- 
euet in this eaſe, in my conſcience, there is great difference betwixt be- 
ing bound only by the booke to read the Scriptures in a tranſlation 
that hath faults, the Apocrgpha that hath faults, or homilies that hath * 
fault, & the — them to be faultleſſe: and plain it is(ſuppoſe 
in this that we were ſtrictly thereby tied to tead all theſe) that yet no 
where, by the bookes, ot othetwiſe, are we charged, either by practiſe 
or ſubſcription, to aduouch that all or any oftheſe containe no faults, 
or that ſo doing, to auer that they are no faults: and therfore this ob- 
iection need trouble ys as litle as any. | | 


CHAP. 14. 
Anſwering more obieflions ag ainſt ſubſcription to the book of comonpraper, 


Ow touching baptiſme & the tract thereof, in that priuate bap- 
N aſme is ſo vrged as it is therby,and by the 69. Canon, eſpecially 
ſeeing both it and the other ſacrament ate ſaid in the Catechiſme to 
be neceſſatie to ſaluation, ſome thereupon guther that now it ſee- 
meth to be the meaning of the booke, and of our church alſo,to hold 
baptiſm ſo neceſſaty to ſaluation, as that none can now be ſaued with- 
out it. But ſurely hetein they wrong in my iudgement both the books 
and the meamig of our church. For hereby doubtleſſe they do not 
mean to tie God ſo to this ordinary meane$,as that he neither can nor

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will exraotdinarily ſaue any without it, though neuer ſo much pre- 
uented by death, before according to Gods ordinance they may haue 
ic. For thea the booke neuer ſhould haue be ene fo explained in that 
point as now it is, that none but a law full minifter ſhould baptiſe the 
chld in hat danger ſoeuet it be. But onely hereby would the ſtate 
take ord et as much as might be, (which was very rieceſſary)) to pre- 
uent all concempt or neglect thereof, if it could in time be had, or as 
the one ex:reame is to be auoided, fo doubtles was and is the other} 
and ſo for any thing our Church hath done in this point, the ancient

ſundry good refpeRs,yet(ir holds it not to be of the ſame nature witk 
the ſacraments of baprifm & the Lords Supper,nor ſo neceſſary to ſal- 


nation. And what reaſon is there to the contrary,but that we may and 
ought in Cariſtiã charity,ſo hope & perſwade our ſelues of al chriftis 


. children ſo baptiſed, dy ing in their childhood, as that book ſpeaketh?. - 


3 For allthis ſomeſyet draw an argument to (tap themfrom thus ſub- 
ſcribing as is required, ſor that by the booke as they alleage, ſo much is 


attributed to confirmation, that it is therby made as a third ſacrament 
contraty to the 2 Farticle of the book of articles, alſo ſubſcribed vnto, 


for that ſay they, tue Biſhops impoſition of his hands. is in the tract of 
confit mation expreſly termed a figne, herby they certify tbem whom 
they confirme of Gods gratious fauour and 


f God goodnes toads them, 
Whereas the article ſaith that ney ther confirmation nor any of the o- 


ther foure by the Papiſts held to be ſacraments,can be ſacramentsiin” 
deed, becaule they haue not any viſible figne or ceremony ordayne d 
of God. Bur the contrariety that ſeemerh herein to be, betwixt theſe 
bookes,is eaſily to be remoued. For though the communion booke 
male impo ſition of hands a ñjgne drawne from the example of the A- 
poltles, yet it deriues it not from Gods ordinance and inſtitution, as 
the out ward ſignes in Sacraments are, ind ſo thir notwithanding, the 
words of the article may well enough ſtand ther with, which only de- 
nies it to haue any viſible ſigne ordained by God. Againe, there is great 
ods berwixt material and ſubſtantial ſignes, ſuck as water, btead, and 
wiac ate in the ſacraments, & this bare action of impoſition of hands: 
& ſacratnents properly taken are not only ſigus of ſomeſpiritual grace 
but of ſauing grace in Chriſt Ieſus: & they are means alloto offer, to 
deliuer, & to ſeale the deliuery of the ſame, to the right receiuers ther- 
of: all which this is not hereby made. But I maruell hat teaſon men 
haue, to allow of impoſition of hands, as a laudable rite and ceremo- 
nie, euen drawne alſo from the Apoſtles example, in che ordination 
of miniſters, thereby as it were by that ſolemue ceremony and prayer 
withall, to (er them apart fromall others, for the worke of the mi- 
niſtetie, and yet ſo much to miſlike of this here: they thinke not that 
it makes ot dination a ſacrament, why ſhould thæy thinke then that it 
makes ſo confirmation? it is vſed here with prayet, v hetuuto eſpeci- 
ally the booke attributech their confirmation, appeinting the other 
but withall to be vſed as there by externally to cettiſie them, that to 
them particularly that ſtrength is wiſhed. Mero, Jam ſute, againſt 
the Luciferians, * that it was in vſe in churches in his 
time and before, and that only t o be miniftred by Biſhops as it is with 
vs, propt er honorem ſacerdotii, non legis neceſſit atem. And Buces v pon 
the fourth to the Eph. ſo allowes it, and ſo many other learned writers 
both ancient, and of theſe times, as you may ſce at large, Iuſt. C al. lc. 
19ſec. 4. & no teaſon it is why they (hold not, becaule now with this 
impoſiion of hands, extraordinaiy gifts of the ſpirit are not giuenzfor | 
thoſe were butto follow theruponfor a time, and ſufficienciris now | 
that further ſtrength doth folow, And it is vied & bath bin thus, by the | 
biſhops & not by theminiſters,not.as ſam hardly therupongathercher» 
by to intimate, as though it were a higher thing then either baptiſme 
or the ſupper , Which they vſe to miniſter, but onely for order and in 
ood pollicy, thereby the bettet to draw both miniſters and godfa- 
— and godmothets the more carefully to ſee children ſo catechi- , 
ſed, as that being cald by the Biſhops to this, they may therewith 
their owne mouthes profeſſe and promiſe that which others * 
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did for them. And verily being vſed to this end, in the good Pollicy 
of the Church,it would be a notable good meanes hereof,and there» 
fore I haue long wiſht a more carefull and an yniuerſall vſe therof,& 
lament the negleR therof, for euen from thence the great negligence 
that hath beene both in miniſters to Catechiſe, & in the people in ſe- 


king to haue their youth duly iaſtructed, hath very much proceeded, | * 


& [ hope the contrary good fruits in that behalſe, will grow by the 
wiſe and orderly teuiuing thereof. | | 
What more of any moment, not formerly anſwered is now Allea- 
ged out of the communion booke to ſtay men from ſubſcription, I - 
remember not, ſaue that ſome ſay the vrging of all preſcribed therby 
now to be read without leauing out any part therof in teſpect of a 
ſecraon, or in any other regard (as i: appeares Canon 14) ſhuts out 
preaching much. But my experience teacheth me the contrary, for. 
though Ircad fully all that is appointed, and haue long vſed ſo to do, 
ret Ipraiſe God, beeing vpon the point now of 60 yeares of age, yet 
I finde both ſtrength and time convenient, euery Sabbath, bdth fore- 
noone and afternoone to do both. And they that finde not the m- 
ſelues of ſtrength ſo to doe, they ate not by any law forbid to ger the 
Cura ts and helpers,which may eaſe them, commonly if not of all, 
yet of a great part ofthe burden of the tone; and if their living bee 
ſo ſmall, and they are not able to haue that helpe, otherwiſe beein 
conformeable, and doing what they can, theit weakneſſe or fickly e- 
ſtate, will eaſily with their ordinaties excuſe them. dure any man ma 
be, that reads the booke and the canons, there to find that the booke 
often direQeth vs to pray that all miniſters may be diligent preachers 
ofthe word, and that by the canons better order is taken, for often & 
diligent preaching of the word, then euer heretofore h ati beene, and 
therefore this may goe amougſt other too hard collections and con- 
ſtructions of out Churches meaning well enough,and therfore need 
not in truth ſtay any man from ſubſcribing. I am not ignorant that 
et many things more in this booke are obiected, but becauſcl 
w onely a charitable conſtruction will eaſily remeoue them, I 
pale the over wiſhing euety man therby, as he may & is bound, to ſa- 
tufie him ſelfe therein. Car, 15. |

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| leaged of any moment to this purpoſe, but I finde the ſame ſo fall 
anſwered by out late moſt teuerend Archbiſhop in his foreſaid book 
againlt ¶ art rige, lo oft before named, & ſinee by the tight teuetend 
and learned now Biſhop of uc heſter in his booke written long ſince 
of the perpetuall gouernment of Chriſts Church, as that I cannot but 
maruatle(e{pecially ſeeing Icould neuer ſee the latter of theſe books 
by any, once euer yet attempted to be anſweted) that any ſor all this 
ſhould ler a foot againe, any old obiections (and new 1 finde none of 
any moment) againſt che ſaid booke, whereunto there they haue 
beene and axe, and that alſo long ago, ſo throughly anſwerd. And 
therefore for this point ( Chriſtian Reader )both to ſpare thy. fur- 
ther labour and inine, thereunto I referre thee, Onely this in the 
meane time {ay for my owne part, that there I ſinde all that hath 
- beene ſaid of any waight againſt the ſaid booke (in my iudgement) 
ſo ſatu fied, that in reſpect thereof onely, vhoſoeuet teſuſeth to ſub- 
ſcribe, he doth ſo without any iuſt cauſe at all. For concerning the 
diftiation of degrees by that booke (for the better ordering of the 
Church in her eccleſiaſtizall policy) allowed to be amongſt vs the 
miniſters of the Gofpell, I mult needs ſay and proteſt, h as fe» 
riouſly and diligently as I could,] haue read and conſidered all that 
hath beene written to or from, with or againſt, of that queſtion for - 
theſe thirtie ↄeates and more, and alſo of purpoſe for the ſame, haue 
ſearehe d all antient writers, and all monuments of antiquity , that I 
could come by, yet I could neuer fiad any thing of any ſound mo- 
ment or force brought againſt the ſame : yea (that more is) beſides 
hatred to popety, & too great an admiration of ſome other Churches 
I neuer by allthis could finde, that the impugners thereof, and the 
ſeckers in the ſteed thereof to bring in a gouernment of the Church 
by a parity of Miniſters and their Presbiteries, haue indeed and truth 
any thingſof ſound moment, or of any waight at all to iuftifie or to 
countenance their ſo doing. In ſo much that beſore the late reformae 
tion of Geucua, ſot all the fore ſaid points, and ſearch that I haue vſed 
for this point, I could thereby yet neuet finde, any one Church of 
Chtiſt, ſo big as that of Genens ind the appurtenances thereof ; any 
where, or at any time for the ſpace of one ten yeares poſleſt of chat 
their kinde of gouernment : whereas of the contrarie, through the, 
whole courſe of the Scriptures euer ſince Moes, and through all Fo- 
eleſiaſtical tories and monuments of antiquitie.

Epheſ.4.ſome Apoſiles,ſfome Prophets, lome'Enange » 
lifts & ſome Paſtors& Teac heriln that therfore in that golden agg of 
the Apoſtles, when the gifts of the ſpirit, both ypon the ordinary ba 
tours, & chtiſtian peoplegwere as they were often extraordinary, we 
yet find when particular Churches were furniſhed & ſetled with all 
their ordinary neceſſary officers,they ſtood need beſides the helpe 
they then had of Synedr;the ouetſight of euangeliſts & the viſitation 
againe, and againe, both by their letters & perſonall preſence,of the 
apoſtles, vhiles they liued;what reaſon can any man haue to thinke, 
that in the times ſince, far worſe then thoſe, the churches of Chriſt 
ſhould not likewiſe need {ome in the roome of thoſe, to haue a 
ſupetintendency ouer the particular miniſters, to viſit, and to keepe 
them in order from time to time? And therfare doubtleſſe the Apoſtles 
Prophcts & Emnangeli/ts,in that which they had extraordinarygcealing 
euer ſince we find, by the teſtimony of eccle ſiaſticall ſtoties, by light 
& warrat from the ſe former proportions, & experience forthe better 
ordering therof in peace and vnitie, the church of Cliriſt poſſeſt of Bi- 
ſhops,miniſters & Deacons. All which neither could nor would haue 
beene ſo, if this other fancyed forme of Church gouetumẽt had been 
ſo eſſentiall thereunto, & this of ours ſo bad & vnfit for the ſame,as the 


| admirers of that other would beate the world in hand, both this and 
the other hath been & is, for who can or wil be perſwaded that. God 


being of that po wre that he is, & loding his church as he doth, that e-

attend & feed their flocks, though we find not the preciſe names of 
Archbiſhops, Metropolitans or primats at the firlt, what ſhould wee 
therfore fitiue / Sttife about words, as long as wee find the matter and 
ſubſtance that intruth implyeth as much, becomes not the Church 
of God: but the eccleſiaſticall tories, and the records of the ancient 
counce ls make it moſt manifeſt to them that te ad them, that it was 
not long after the age of the apoſſles, ere theſe yery names were taken

5 And asfor that ſaying,receiue the holy Ghoſt, it beeing vn-

ceremony, and therefore there alſo ſhall they tind&,how pe acably & 
godly the learned in ſuch times conformed thermſelues to the orders 
and faſhions alwaies of the Church wherin they liued io ſuch things; 
and ſo neither gzue offence to any nor tooke any, and how, the diffe- 
rent faſhions or opinions in ſuch things notwithſtanding , they 
thought it ynfit to breake vnity with others.

ſelues ot the, a 50 in ſt them: which once againe I cinot but put you in 
mind we do, ſo long as ey ther for conformity, ot this ſubſctibing, (by 
our reſuſal ſtil hereof )we not only make a diitraction, tent & breach ae 
mongſt our le lues, but alſo ſtrengthen them with ſo many arguments 
as we ſtand ypon, wilfullyto perſiſt in their ſuperſtitious refuſal or rei 
cuſancy,onthe one ſide, & intheir like peuiſh dining of joining in c- 
munis again with vs of the other, And therbyas much doubtles as e- 
ther the weight of thoſe reaſons comes to, ot the credit of their perſõs 
is that ſtand therupon, ate they & will they, be emboldened tothink&e 
ſay, in the opinion of ſo many of our own religion and ſellowſhip that 
they haue bad wrong, and ſhall ha ue ſtill, in being puniſhed as they 
haue beene, are, or ſhall befor eſuſing to ioyne wih vs in vſe of chat 
ſeruice,and for ſubmittiug themſclues to that forme of Eccleſiaſtical 
gouet nment, which is in jo many reſpects, contraty to the word. O 
therfore,it were to be wiſhed (good brethren) in this caſe, that you 
would ſeriouſly remember that the Lord requires of all his, Lac, 8. ig 
that they ſhould loue truth and peace, ioyning them both rogether, 
& ther fore that the Apoſtie: Rem. ta. I I. hai no ſoauet wild ys to be 
ferut in ſpirit, but he addeth ſtreight, ſeruingthe lord, & ver. 18. vrging 
vs al as muchas is poſſible to liuue pennt with.al mẽ. Fot doubtles they 


rꝛre very much deceiued, that vndet pretence of zeale,think they may 


withour offence diſturbe the Chutches peace. For who knoweth not 
that it is 3s dangerous erring on the right hand, as on the left and 


that Chriſt iuſtly checked the (ons of thunder. Lui. . j. though their 
wiſh of fire agaiaſt the Samaritann came from a fiery Scale, and loue 


towards himſelfeꝰSurely euen the lamentable expetiẽce we haue had 
already by | 


the original & growth of the opẽ ſchiſme wherinto many 
of our brethren haue deſperately run of late years,& wherin ſtil wo- 
fully and obſtinately they continue (being as all men muſt needs ſee 
from no other ground & occafion, but fromthe top much vrging and 
amplifying vn der the ſhe & likenes of zeale of the ſame things that 
now ſtul in this calc of reſufall of conformity and ſubſcription are te- 
uiued) I would thinke ſhould haue ſounded ſuch'a loud retreat; in 
all our cars from euet / medling any more therewith, for feare of the 


like inconucnicace to our ſelues , that ere this wee ſhould haue

beene ſufficiently warned from running any more this caurſe: for 
hardly can any be of the iudgment af the one, but he muſt like of the 
1 of the other, But Nun uam ſera off ad bones mares via. Wher- 
ore let not ſtudium partum, or any piciudicate opinion touching loue 
of our on priuat credit, ot to much deſitetoo N a few ptiuat men 
make any of vs ſo to forget our duty, eithet to God, out chureh,or our 
ſelues, and thoſe that depend vpoa vs, as far a few weake obiections 
( athouſand times ſo anſwered, that as Augoſii uno (peaketh, Epiſt. 118 
might ſatis fie, though not a cantentious petſon, yet any mo doſt and 
peaceable minded man) to run our (clues and ours any longer vpon 
theſe ſodangerousracks, ſo much to out one harme,& ſo much al 
ſo to che teoyciag and ſtrengthening of our common aduerſaries. 
And yet this I haue nat writ,orany thing therein, eyther to condemn 
any that of weakneſle and tenderneſſe of conſcience iadeed, (all this 
that I haue ſaid notwithſtanding ) cannot in faith doe otherwile( for 
Ihaue learned of the Apoſile, Row. 14. (as L ſaid in the beginning ) 
that whatſoeuer is not done of faith u ſinne, or any way to ſtay or 
to wichold them that be in authority,cycher from ſheveing what far 
uour they will or may to ſuch (elſe alſo: bei and fruitfull 
men) ot vh enit ſhal ſeem gaod vntothẽ in regard ofthEroremoue, 
or better tol moth the controuerted changable things, they moſt 
take offence at, but onely ia the meane time, whileſtthings ſtand as 
they do, hereby to perwade my good beethren in the þeſmagner 1 
could, how wich a good —— res may be yeelded vo- 
togfor the peace ofthe Church without any ũuſt oſfence, therby either 
en ot taken, tathex the tat far their not ſp yeelding they ſhold ſuf- 
themſelues to be kept fromentring the miaiſtery, ot to be depri- 
ued thereof againe, ot but to be but ſuſpended ſtom the execution 
thereof, by the ſentence of the Biſhoppes. But in the meine time, 
whiles we can grow all to be thus miu ded. & to be at vaicy amongſt 
our ſelues, in theſe thing, let no man thinke that cherfore he hath a- 
ny juft cauſe giuen him, to call into queſtion the truth of our religion 
othetwiſe, ot the Papiſt at all therefore to inſult ouet vs. For none of 
any reading of the monuments of —_—_— can be ignorafit,that in 
the primitiue Church, and in the beſt times thereof ſince the Ae 
poſiles,& thatfor a long cime togerher,there hath beene among the 
ancient Chriſtians, other wiſe very ſound, and at vnitie in the ttuetb, 
and ſubſtance of religion amongſt themſelues,as great diuerſities of 
opinons, and as hot contentions 2 in theſe reſpeRs theſe of ours

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be about Eccleſiaſticall rites and ceremonies . And all the world m 
know but by the conſeſſed differences of opinions by Bellarmine 1 
mongſt themſelues, in his bookes of controuerſies in matters of far 
higher vatute : that the Papiſts of all men haue leaft vnitie euen in the 
chiete grounds of their reſſgion: and it is as famouſly knowne, that 
herc ia England whilesthey bare the ſway : for all their great brag of 
vnitie etherwile, that in their church ſeruice there was great. diverſe 
tie: lome following the vſe of Sarum; lome Herford vic, ſome the 

vic of Bangor; ſome of Yorke,and ſome of Lincolne. 


CHAP, 16. . 
Cont aining the concluſion and exhortation to vnitie. 


\7 Erto conclude (good brethren) ſeeing in euery particular natio» 
nall church, vniformitie in ſuch things, is very requiſit and com- 

mendable, for the better maintenance of peace and loue therein t e- 
wen of loue and compaſſion to our common morher the Church of 
Enygland,wbich'as I haue ſayd, is troubled with ſo dangerous enemies, 
both on her right hand and leſt, and ſo to bury and extinguiſh for ever 

the odious name of Puricants,& to put an end to all ſhew of Schiſme, 

diſtract on, and diuiſion amongſt our ſelues, to the no {mall ſRrengrhe 

ning of out ſclues, to our reioycing againſt our common aduerſaries, 

and foto the great weakning and vndoubted griefe of our enemies, 

let vs, all of ys for euerhereafter, . any mote thus 

amongl? our ſelues, about theſe out mothers out ward faſhions, trim- 

mings, and deckings, and let ys both ſpeedily and vnfamedly , cuery 

one ot vs, ceunite our ſelues together iu vnitie of udgement, and vni- 

ſormitie of ptactiſe, as by theſe het outward orders, is by her authotity 

required at our hands, that ſo we may bend all our forces as ducifull 

children togethet to the preſeruation of the life and ſttength of our 

ſayd mother, which we cannot but ſee otherwiſe to be in great perill 

and danger, ſo the better that ſhe may ſtrongly encounter, ouercome, 

and ſubdue all, both her aduerſaries and ours., For Neftor perſwading 

Agamernon and Achilles to concord, ſaid, that otherwiſe Priam ue | 

would laugh them both to ſcorne. And wiſely ſayd Aſetine Swffetins 
to Twins Hoſtilius king of the Romans, when the Albans and his peo» 

ple werereadieto ioyne battell the one with the other, rnderfiand, 

O king, that the Herr ui, a mighitie people, enuieſvs both, & only 

whiles we ſpoile one another, they 1720 that ſo we both being 
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Once

once ſpent, may in the end both become 2 pray and ſpoile to them; 5 
And aduiſedly alſo therupon, to end that Pye the Ro» 
mans choſe 3 Horatians, and the Albans 3 C uriatians to fight a com- 
bat, thouęh therein the ¶ uriatiant had quickly ſlaine two ofthe Hora- 
tiam, and alſo ſore wounded the third, yet we read in that ſtory, that he 
flying in pollicie, and fo ſingling the 3 Curiariam being then all alive, 
in the end, ſo, one after another, killed them all, which he could neuer 
haue done, iſthey had all held together: & ſo the Roman by the rondi- 
tion agreed on in that cõbat, conquered the Albans; whereby we may 
plainly asin a glaſſe ſee, that though two parts of three of out Romiſh 
enemies, ſeeme to vs already ſlaine, & the third part alſo much woun- 
ded, yet it by any means, that one can ſingle & ſeuet vs, he wil hope in 
the end to conq vet vs all. For whales Athens & Lacedemon tarred;both 
became a pray to the edemie, while Hanniballand Hanno enuied one 
another ( 2 came to coufuſionʒꝭt M hiles the two brethren Frhe+ 
ocler and Polynices contended for the king dome of T hebes, they both 
Joſt themſelues and their kingdom. Likewiſe whiles Ariſſobulus and 
Hircaxx: two brethren ſtroue for the kingdome of Hierwſalems, it be- 
came a bootie to the Romans And when Amon and Aſoab,and they of 
Mount Seit fell out amongſt themſelues, and fo fluc one another, we 
know how the holy ſtory ſheweth their huge army thereby eafily be- 
came a rich ſpotle to Icheſepbat, 2. Chr. 20. whereas of the contrary 
we read there, that the amitie of Abraham and Lot, was the very cauſe 
of Lots roſcue and of all his friends and neigl.bours, out of the hands 
of fiue kings that had taken them all priſonces and captiues, Gen, 14. 
And who ænow eth not that by concord ſmall things increaſe,& that 
by the contrary very great things come to nothing? and that 2 three. 
fold cord is not cafily brokẽ, but yet, that vnt wiſted it eaſily fals a ſun- 
det, and ſo though a ſheafe of atrowes bound faſt together will not 
quickly be burſt. that yet ſoↄſed they are quickly knapt a ſunder ? 
Iuſtiy therfore did Sparta count the concord that was in that city, the 
ſtrongeſt and beſt wals thatir could haue, and otherwiſe where that 
was waning, that the ſtrongeſt wals that any city could haue, were 
but as walsotpaper..Learne we theretore(deare brethren) m time to 
fine with the P/almist,0 how good and pleaſant 4 thing it for brethy ex 
to dwell together is vnuity P.. 13 3. & thertore according both to his ad- 
uiſe,& rhe Apo ſiles, let vs as much as is poſſible, & in vs lieth, ſec ke 
peace with all men, and enſue i:,P/4. 34. & Rom. I 2. And therfore alio 
conſidet we one another as we ate iſht, He. io. to prouoke one ano 


ther

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ther only to loue & to good werks not forſaking the fellow ſhip that 
we haueamonglt our ſelues as ſome do, and learne a3 we haue bene 
taught of Chriſt and Fis Apoſtles. Mat. . 1. Ro. 14. 1 3. eſpecially of 
things of this kind, neither to be offẽded at er with one another, or to 
judge one another, but tather to ſay with Abraham eucry one to ano- 
ther, let thete be go firife betwixt vs, for we are brethren, Geneſ. 12. ſo 
yeclding rather with him of our own right, as he then and there did to 
his inferiour Loth, if neede bee to redeeme and purchaſe our one 
exce and the churches, fo long eſpecially as we may ſo doe without 
breach ot hoiines, as in this caſe of ours, I hope, I haue ſhewed we 
may. For if there be enu ie, ſtrife, and diuifion amongſt vs ſtill, & that 
for things ot no greater moment, Paul doth tell vs plainly, j. Cor. 3. 3. 
that we are carnall and walke as men. God therefore giue vs all once 
giace, ſo to make it appeare, that we haue mutnall conſolation in 
Chriſt, Comfort of loue, and felloaſhip of the ſpitit, Compaſſion and 
mercie, that we may fulfill his ioy ia being of one accord and iudge- 
ment, Phil. 2. a. not doing any thing of yainglory or of contention, but 
ia meełneſſe of mind, euery one eſteeming another better then him- 
ſelte, ver. 3. and in following the things that concerne peace, and wher= 
with one may edifie another , Ro. 14. I. and fo ſtriuing in giuing ho- 
nor who can give moſt and firſt. A. 12. ic. No then ſaying with the 
Pialmiſt 122, Vuto all, pr ay fort he peace of Hieruſalem, Let them proſe 
per tha: loue her, peace be within her walt, and proſperity within her pul- 
laces. I humbly beſeech the Lord to direct ys all herein, and in all our 
other actions to his owne gloty and to out owa euerlaſting comfort, 
and ſo I hartily bid thee fare well in the ame Lord.
